Mayor takes a blind tour of Ely 


ELY'S Mayor got to experience what life is like 
for someone who is blind or partially-sighted. 

Cllr Lis Every took part in a blindfolded walk 
around the city centre with volunteers from 
the Guide Dogs Association on Monday. 

The aim of the event was to raise awareness 
about the charity - and awareness about how 
problematic parking, street clutter, such as 
A-boards, and shared surfaces can make life 
difficult for people with poor vision. 

Cllr Every said: "It was a very strange 
experience and I felt quite vulnerable. 

"I know the city centre fairly well but if 
I didn't have one of the charity volunteers 


holding onto me I certainly would've struggled. 

"It made me realise how tough simple things 
are to people who are blind and partially- 
sighted, how much of a lifeline a guide dog 
must be for them. 

"Issues with certain A-boards and pieces of 
street furniture in our city centre have been 
reported to the city council recently and we 
are taking those concerns seriously. 

"We will be preparing a full report on 
how these areas can be improved and I'll 
be speaking to a few of the shops to advise 
them on how they could probably be more 
accommodating."

Drink driver

A DRINK-driver has pleaded 
guilty to hitting a pedestrian 
in a supermarket car park - 
and then driving off.

“The victim had been to 
the shop and was walking 
across the car park,” he said. 

“The vehicle was being 
driven without lights and hit 
him as a result and then ex¬ 
ited at speed.” 

The victim suffered a bro¬ 
ken leg which is currently 
pinned, Mr Brown added. 

Ward then crashed his 


car, which ended up upside 
down. 

Ward, of Columbine Road, 
had 192 milligrammes of 
alcohol in 100 millilitres of 
blood. 

The legal limit is 80 milli¬ 
grammes. 

Magistrates commit¬ 
ted Ward’s case to the city’s 
crown court, where he will 
be sentenced at a later date. 

He has been released on 
unconditional bail, and has 
been disqualified from driv¬ 
ing in the interim.

Plans were subject of public inquiry 


A PUBLIC inquiry has been 
held concerning plans to 
build more than 120 homes 
in Witchford. 

The inquiry took place at 
East Cambridgeshire District 
Council's headquarters in 
Ely last week and lasted for 
two and a half days. 


Gladman Developments 
Ltd lodged an appeal with 
the Secretary of State after 
two sets of its proposals to 
erect 128 new homes on 
land north of Field End were 
refused by the council's 
planning committee. 

The first set of plans were 


refused last August and 
revised proposals were then 
thrown out in December 
after they failed to satisfy 
the committee. 

The decision now lies with 
the Secretary of State for 
Environment and could take 
weeks.

Ely man accused of stealing over £10,000 from employers 


A FORMER employee at a 
bookmakers is accused of stealing 
more than £10,000 from his 
employers. 

Christopher Brown, of Henley 
Way, Ely, pleaded not guilty to 
three counts of theft from Coral, on 


Cambridge's Mill Road, at the city's 
crown court on Monday. 

A trial into the offences, which 
include the theft of £3,000, £2,000 
and £5,800, is under way. 

Lawrence Bruce, prosecuting, 
told the court that the incidents 


happened on April 12, April 15 and 
between April 16 and 17, 2013. 

Brown, 32, was employed as a 
manager's assistant, Mr Bruce said, 
and was one of three people at the 
branch responsible for banking the 
takings. 


Mr Bruce said Brown was at work 
on the days the thefts took place. 

He said he had banked the 
money, but it was not taken to the 
nearby post office and cashed, Mr 
Bruce said. 

The trial continues.

THIS is how the dated retail 
and office block on Ely Mar¬ 
ket Place could soon look. 

Family-run firm Ranner- 
low Property Investment and 
Management, which owns 
the large building, and Ely- 
based Gary John Architects, 
are showcasing their £4 mil¬ 
lion proposals for the block 
to the public this week. 

And Ely News was given a 
sneak preview of the propos¬ 
als. 

James Bateson, from Ran- 
nerlow Ltd, said: “The pro¬ 
posal would provide 21 
new luxury apartments by 
the addition of one-and-a- 
half storeys to improve the 
much-criticised 1960s retail 
building. 

“The design is the result of 
collaborative work by Ran- 
nerlow, Gary Johns Archi¬ 
tects and East Cambridgesh¬ 
ire District Council (ECDC), 
and we believe it will en¬ 
hance and rejuvenate the 
city centre.

“Our ownership of the 
building came about after 
meetings with the then de¬ 
velopment director of the 
council and his conservation 
office who were keen for a 
rejuvenated centre for Ely. 

“In 2013 the city council¬ 
lor and former mayor, Brian 
Ashton, kick-started the 
alteration of the building 
alongside plans to enhance 
the market square and bring 
major benefits to Ely.” 

Mr Bateson said: “Gary 
Johns Architects were 
brought on board to deliver 
a modern building which is 
sympathetic and comple¬ 
mentary to the historic her¬ 
itage buildings in the city. 

“Rannerlow are commit¬ 
ted to bringing forward a 
building which will make the 
city proud, and are particu¬ 


larly grateful to the conser¬ 
vation office of ECDC who 
have galvanised the ideas 
put forward, and succeeded 
in bringing English Heritage 
into the design process from 
an early stage. 

“Gary Johns has been 
instrumental in the devel¬ 
opment of this proposal, 
and have highlighted the 
complexity involved in to¬ 
tally enveloping the existing 
building in a new structure 
whilst ensuring minimum 
inconvenience to the retail¬ 
ers, market stallholders and 
the people of Ely.”

The girl managed to get to 
a nearby school and did not 
come into any physical con¬ 
tact with the man, however 
this did leave her feeling 
very scared, police said. 

This week police were 


urging people in the Ely area 
to be “cautious” despite the 
arrest. 

Inspector Marcia Nichols 
said: “Both of these inci¬ 
dents have been awful for 
the girls and we are doing all 
we can to identify the peo¬ 
ple responsible. 

“Given the close proxim¬ 
ity of where these incidents 
took place and the similarity 


in the descriptions given by 
the girls of the offenders, we 
are not ruling out that these 
incidents could be linked. 

“High visibility foot pa¬ 
trols have been put in place 
in the city centre. However, I 
would urge members of the 
public to be cautious when 
alone in the area.”

Colby's one-man protest at HSBC 


A TAX activist staged a one-man 
protest at HSBC in Ely on Saturday. 

Colby Smith, 29, from Sutton, was 
one of dozens of UK Uncut members 
who targeted the bank after it was 
recently found to have enabled 1,100 
wealthy British clients to evade taxes 
through its Swiss subsidiary. 

Mr Smith staged a two-hour sit-in 
at the branch, in Buttermarket, and 
put up posters about Government 
cuts and austerity measures in the 
window. He said: "It was a peaceful 
protest. The staff obviously weren't 
very happy and called the police but 
they said I could stay as long as I 
tidied the posters up when I left." 

A more vigorous protest at the 
branch in Regent Street, London, saw 
the bank having to close.

Over 60’s club 
future ‘at risk’ 


RESIDENTS who fear for the 
future of their club as a result 
of plans to revamp Soham’s 
Walter Gidney Pavilion have 
launched a petition. 

Members of the Soham 
Over 60’s Club are worried 
about the impact dividing 
the pavilion, in Fountain 
Lane, will have on them - 
and the Soham Community 
Care group. 

The town council’s plan 
is to refurbish the hall, and 
split the main meeting room 
in half, which it says will en¬ 
able more groups to hire the 
building and bring in more 
funds. 

The council insists the 
new lay-out, if approved, 
would still be big enough for 
the groups to use for their 
regular meetings, but the 
Over 60’s Club, which has

been running since 1948, 
fears the re-design could 
lead to the group folding. 

Peggy Gibbon, who is 
treasurer of the club and a 
town councillor, said: “We 
are really worried about the 
future of our group, hence 
we have set up the petition. 

“We are getting people’s 
signatures and we hope that 
if we keep putting pressure 
on the town council that 
they will listen to us. 

“There are only a handful 
of people who want the hall 
to be split up yet the people 
who are against it aren’t be¬ 
ing listened to - there’s been 
no chance for the public to 
really have their say, which 


we think is really wrong. 

“My mother and grand¬ 
mother were members of 
this group and it means too 
much for us all to just sit 
back and allow our future to 
be put at risk like it is.” 

A spokesman for the town 
council said that the plans 
are aimed to “improve and 
modernise” the pavilion, 
and that the only time the 
re-design could affect the 
clubs is once or twice a 
year for their larger dinner 
events. 

The long-term plan for the 
pavilion is to demolish and 
re-build it, as and when suf¬ 
ficient funds are available.

Arsonists set fire to rubbish at former community centre 


AN investigation is under way 
after arsonists struck at a former 
community centre in Littleport. 

Firefighters were called to the 
former Regal Community Centre, in 
Hempfield Road, just before 9am 
on Sunday and arrived to find areas 
of rubbish on fire on the building's 


ground floor. 

The fire service has confirmed 
that the blaze was deliberate. 

The derelict centre is owned 
by local developers, Buckingham 
and Sparrow, and is due to be 
demolished to make way for new 
homes. 


Speaking to Ely News on Monday, 
a spokeswoman for the firm said: 
"We've started to clear the building 
so thankfully there wasn't much left 
in there for them to set fire to. 

"The building was locked but we 
think they smashed a window to 
get in. They'd set fire to a couple 


of piles of rubbish but the building 
itself wasn't affected." 

Police the fire started between 
8am and 9am, when a chair was set 
alight. 

Detective Constable Peter Ware is 
urging anyone with any information 
to call police on 101. 


Catching a 
glimpse of 
the eclipse 

CLOUDS might have 
hindered views of the solar 
eclipse but they failed to 
spoil the atmosphere for 
budding astronomers. 

People of all ages left 
their workplaces and school 
classrooms to try and catch a 
glimpse of the celestial show 
on Friday morning. 

More than 20 people 
visited the Anglian 
Observatory in Wentworth 
to enjoy the occasion. 

Peter Ingram, its 
chairman, said: "The eclipse 
certainly wasn't as good as 
it could've been because 
of the clouds but it was still 
really exciting. 

"The majority of us could 
see the chip clearly and 
although it was very brief, it 
was great to see." 


Cineworld 
plans set for 
approval 

MULTI-MILLION pound plans to 
build a new Cineworld leisure 
complex in Ely look set to get the 
seal of approval next week. 

East Cambridgeshire District 
Council's planning committee 
is meeting to discuss the 
proposals for Downham Road on 
Wednesday, April 1. 

And despite concerns that 
the new Ely Leisure Village will 
be located too far from the city 
centre - and English Heritage 
fearing that the development 
could ruin views of Ely Cathedral 
- senior planning officer Rebecca 
Saunt is recommending that the 
plans are approved. 

She said: "Given the rapid 
population expansion of Ely, a 
strong demand now exists for 
a wider choice and increased 
capacity of leisure facilities that 
are currently poorly provided in 
Ely. 

"It is considered that the 
public benefits of the proposal 
outweigh the impact on the view 
of the cathedral." 

If Turnstone Estates' plans 
are approved, the £16 million 
complex will boast a six- 
screen Cineworld cinema, four 
restaurants, including a Frankie 
and Benny's, and further stand¬ 
alone restaurants, including two 
drive-thrus.

Man, 49, gets 
jail term for 
sexual assault 


A CHINESE takeaway work¬ 
er who sexually assaulted a 
teenage girl said he was just 
“joking around”. 

Hing Lin, who had worked 
in the Golden Dragon in 
Soham, was jailed for 10 
months at Cambridge Crown 
Court last Wednesday after 
admitting two counts of sex¬ 
ual assault. 

The court heard how 
Lin, 49, of no fixed address, 
pressed his body against the 
young victim and groped her 
breast as she tried to push 
him off on the afternoon of 
November 19 last year. 

The 49-year-old asked the 
victim if her mother would 
be returning before commit¬ 
ting the assault. 

The Chinese national be¬ 
gan stroking and caressing 
the victim’s legs before start¬ 
ing to kiss her. He then at¬ 
tempted to put his hands be¬ 
tween her thighs, the court 
heard. 


COURT REPORTER 

Marti Blair, prosecuting, 
said: “She was confused and 
didn’t know why he was do¬ 
ing it. She says she was say¬ 
ing to him no and stop but 
he continued to persist in 
trying to touch her crotch 
and under her top.” 

The victim was said to be¬ 
come “very scared” during 
the assault which soon pro¬ 
gressed to Lin pushing him¬ 
self against her and putting 
his hand inside her top. 

The court heard how the 
victim has been struggling to 
sleep at night since the inci¬ 
dent. 

In Lin’s interview with the 
police he insisted that he had 
been “just joking around”. 

Charles Snelling, miti¬ 
gating, called the moment 
where he touched the breast 
“relatively short-lived”. 

He also urged the judge to 
consider his early guilty plea 


and “relatively good charac¬ 
ter.” 

Lin, who had plans to 
move back to China to live 
with his partner, has no pre¬ 
vious convictions for sexual 
assault. But he has two pre¬ 
vious convictions for fraud 
in 2007. 

fudge Mark Lucraft QC 
said he felt he had no option 
but to give Lin a 10-month 
custodial sentence. He will 
also be added to the Sex Of¬ 
fenders Register. 

Speaking to Ely News after 
the case, Long Trinh, owner 
of the Golden Dragon, said: 
“This case had a significant 
impact on the victim, her 
family and everyone here at 
the Golden Dragon. 

“We are pleased that Mr 
Lin has been jailed and we 
are hoping that we will be 
able to move on from this as 
a business within the com¬ 
munity we have been part of 
for 15 years.”

I saw someone stopped for chucking 
out a cigarette butt and bet she won't 


do it again!

Play fair 

THE campaign for 'fairer funding' 


for Cambridgeshire and its schools is 
again in the news. 

I think that the whole thing has 
been an establishment stitch-up for 
many decades. 

Back in the late 1970s when I was 
chairman of the Finance Committee 
of Cambridgeshire County Council 
I went with other senior county 
councillors and the county's then 
MPs (including the then Mr Francis 
Pym, later the late Lord Pym) to see 
the then relevant Labour Secretary of 
State, Mr Peter Shore MP (later the 
late Lord Shore of Stepney). 

The councillors and the MPs put 
Cambridgeshire's case for 'fairer 
funding.' It had no obvious effect 
and I recall being publicly critical of 
the role of the Liberal Isle of Ely MP 
Mr Clement Freud whose party had 
been supportive of the then Labour 
government. I was ticked off by 
certain people for 'rocking the boat' 
by being critical of Mr Freud. 

The campaign for 'fairer funding' 
for Cambridgeshire continued 
during the Thatcher and Major 
periods but even with John Major as 
prime minister it got nowhere. The 
establishment of the day didn't like 
Major and wasn't minded to do him 
or Cambridgeshire any favours. 

I recall especially in the early 1990s 
being a member of the Executive 
Committee of the Association of 
County Councils - the then county 
councils' 'trades union' - and 
being sent by the then leader of 
Cambridgeshire County Council, the 
late Councillor John Horrell, to 'speak 
up for Cambridgeshire' at a crucial 
ACC meeting in London. 

I was accompanied by another 
senior Conservative Cambridgeshire 
county councillor, the late Councillor 
Mrs Elaine Wheatley. There was a 
private Conservative group meeting 
before the crucial ACC meeting. 

Both Mrs Wheatley and I spoke up 
privately for Cambridgeshire amongst 
our then fellow Conservatives. 

But the Conservative 'line' - 
essentially for 'no change' - was 
privately approved after quite a 
tight vote. Representatives from 
Conservative-controlled counties 
which were beneficiaries of the 
then funding arrangements didn't 
wish to lose out so that the likes of 
Cambridgeshire might benefit. 

In the crucial (and public) ACC 
meeting that followed, I rose again to 
speak up for Cambridgeshire - as I 
had been instructed to by Councillor 
Horrell (who was absent: he had 
gone instead to the East of England 
Show) - and, placed as I was beside 
Mrs Wheatley, I was physically 
grabbed by her in an attempt to make 
me sit down and cease speaking 
against the Conservative 'line.' 

That was another establishment 
'stitch-up' but by part of the then 
Cambridgeshire Conservative 
establishment. 

I thought that it was a shocking 
episode and I continued to stand up 
and to speak up for Cambridgeshire 
- on that occasion and many others. 
Needless to say, relations between 
Mrs Wheatley and myself were never 
the same again and I eventually left 
the Conservatives. 

Lots of efforts have been made 
since my day and I commend those 
who have made the efforts. But 
nothing much has been obtained and 
nothing much will be obtained whilst 
the establishment (which is London 
and Oxford-orientated nowadays) still

CAMBRIDGESHIRE County Council 
have confirmed that roads in 
the whole of the Cathedral View 
development have not been adopted 
(Kings Avenue, Allen Road, Allix 
Way, Longchamp Drive and Carey 
Way).

REVIEW: Island 
and Hereward’ in Ely 
Cathedral on March 21 


ELY Cathedral buzzed with 
excitement as the stage 
packed with singers in 
preparation for a grand 
concert.

Store's new defibrillator could lead to lives being saved 


A LIFE-SAVING piece of equipment has been 
installed at Sainsbury’s in Ely thanks to a 
successful fundraising campaign. 

Tom Knights, an employee at the store, in 
Lisle Lane, has been determined to get a de¬ 
fibrillator there following the tragic death of 
a local man, George Coulson, last year. 

Mr Coulson, 69, who lived opposite the 
store in Bell Holt, was inside the supermar¬ 
ket when he died following a cardiac arrest 
on April 3. Since then, Tom and the Ely Com¬ 
munity First Responders have been fund¬ 


raising to get a defibrillator at the store. 

The responders held a collection at the 
branch recently which saw shoppers donat¬ 
ing £502 of the £540 needed for a special box 
for the defibrillator. The responders donated 
the rest of the money needed, and the de¬ 
fibrillator itself was donated by the East of 
England Ambulance Service Trust (EEAST). 

Claire Dunham, co-ordinator of the Ely 
Community First Responders and an emer¬ 
gency care assistant for the EEAST, said: “It’s 
absolutely fantastic to have this defibrillator 


at Sainsbury’s and it’s all thanks to Tom, the 
store itself, the community first responders, 
the ambulance trust and the generosity of 
the general public. 

“Defibrillators can mean the difference 
between life and death and what’s great is 
that this one will be able to be used not just 
by anyone in the store, but anyone within a 
one mile radius. We are keen to get more of 
these in the Ely area and if a business or or¬

DEVELOPMENT 

Plans to make new 
boathouse smaller 


CAMBRIDGE University’s plans 
for a new boathouse in Ely are 
being downsized - and “formally 
phased” - in a bid to save money. 

The university’s boat club, 
women’s boat club and light¬ 
weight rowing club secured 
planning permission to build the 
multi-million pound boathouse 
at Fore Mill Wash in May 2013. 

With the proposals attracting 
much criticism from residents 
and wildlife groups, mainly over 
the feared impact the develop¬ 
ment could have on the natural 
environment, planners at East 
Cambridgeshire District Council

only agreed to approve the ap¬ 
plication subject to conditions 
- of which there are 29 in total. 

Groundwork got under way at 
the site, which lies between two 
of Ely’s sites of special scientific 
interest (SSSI), last summer. 

But now the clubs have sub¬ 
mitted a revised application to 
the council for the building itself 
to be smaller - and for the devel¬ 
opment to be phased. 

Ewan Pearson, chairman of 


Project Ely, the name given to 
the development, said: “The 
minor amendment application 
has two aspects. Firstly, a small 
change in the layout with the 
roof being slightly smaller, and 
the key worker flat going to the 
wet boathouse, replacing one of 
the four temporary accommo¬ 
dation dormitories. 

“Secondly, at the request of 
the council to formally phase 
the project (this was not part 
of the first application in 2013) 
with the first four bays of the dry 
boathouse in phase one, the fifth 
bay (ground floor only) and solar 


PV in phase two, and the boat¬ 
house and workshop in phase 
three. Phases two and three may 
end up being concurrent. 

“This is all to save some mon¬ 
ey and to better match the fund¬ 
raising cash flows to the building 
of the project. 

“The planning officer will 
make the decision on the 
amendments following consul¬ 
tation with all the same consult- 
ees as before. The time limit is 
the usual 13 weeks but we hope 
and expect it will be quicker.”

A spokesman for McCa¬

gether with high-quality 
landscaping and associated 
car parking. 

“Our plans are still at a 
very preliminary stage and 
no planning application has 
been submitted to the dis¬ 
trict council. 

“McCarthy and Stone is 
committed to engaging with 
the local community and 
is offering neighbouring 
residents and community 
representatives the oppor¬ 
tunity to meet with the pro¬ 
ject team to discuss the early 
proposals and, where pos¬ 
sible, will incorporate their 
views as the plans are pro¬ 
gressed.

Fury over bid 
to close path

RESIDENTS are furious over 
plans to close a key public 
footpath in Soham. 

Police are considering 
placing a Public Place Pro¬ 
tection Order on the path 
running through the centre 
of Soham Village College’s 
grounds due to “ongoing 
anti-social behaviour and 
crime by members of the 
public using the path during 
school hours”. 

But residents are angry 
and insist the path, called 
Footpath 102 and which 
forms part of the Soham 
Millenium Walk, cannot be 
allowed to shut. 

Adrian Neville, who lives 
in the town, said: “Try to 
close this footpath and they 
will be in for a fight that they 
will lose. 

“Over a number of years 
we have seen the head 
teachers of Soham Village 
Collage try and close this 
path, which has been used 
by countless generations of 
Soham residents for recrea¬ 
tional purposes.

“Each time the same old 
rubbish about crime and 
threats to children are trot¬ 
ted out by the school and 
the police, with no factual 
evidence to support their 
claims. 

“Soham residents do not 
cause problems on this path 
and in fact the majority of 
decent folk who walk it act 
as a deterrent to any possi¬ 
ble issues arising. 

“Perhaps policing them¬ 
selves should be their prior¬ 
ity and not the victimisation 
of the majority of the pub¬ 
lic.” 

Another resident, who did 


not want to be named, said: 
“I’ve grown up using this 
footpath - it’s a key walkway 
in the town and it must not 
be allowed to shut. News 
that it could be closed has 
caused a real stink here.” 

Sgt Ruth Sheehan says 
police are currently in early 
consultation with East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire District Council 
regarding the path. 

She said: “Police are cur¬ 
rently scoping the prospect 
of applying for a Public Place 
Protection Order under the 
new anti-social behaviour 
legislation introduced in Oc¬ 
tober 2014.” 

Dr Carin Taylor, principal 
of Soham Village College, 
said: “We are aware that this 
right of way is used and val¬ 
ued by some members of 
our local community but 
we are hoping a solution 
can be found which reduces 
the time school staff spend 
dealing with members of the 
public on the footpath dur¬ 
ing the school day.”

Stricter new fly-grazing 
laws secure approval

WELFARE charities and country¬ 
side organisations have welcomed 
new laws banning fly-grazing 
which will be introduced before 
the General Election. 

The Control of Horses Bill was 
passed on Wednesday following 
almost three years of campaigning. 

The new law will deter and help 
to swiftly resolve cases of fly-graz¬ 
ing - the practice of placing horses 
on private and public land without 
permission. It will bring England 
into line with Wales, which intro¬ 
duced a similar law last yea 

Charities estimate the number of 
horses fly-grazed in England to be 
more than 3,000. 

One case which highlights the 
true misery fly-grazing can cause 
is the tragic death of Thomas Allen 
from Soham. 

Mr Allen, who is the cousin of 
Soham murder victim Holly Wells, 
was driving home on Christ¬ 
mas Eve 2012 with his girlfriend 
when his car hit one of five horses 
which had strayed onto the A14 at

Sproughton in Suffolk. He died on 
Christmas Day. 

Horse owner Stacy Humphrys, 
27, who was responsible for a herd 
of between 30-40 animals, had 
been repeatedly warned about pre¬ 
vious escapes from the field near 
the A14. 

Humphrys, of West Meadows 
travellers site in Ipswich, admit¬ 
ted causing a public nuisance and 


was jailed at Ipswich Crown Court 
for two years and four months last 
year. 

At an inquest into Mr Allen’s 
death, coroner Peter Dean record¬ 
ed a verdict of accidental death 
and said the tragedy was an “acci¬ 
dent waiting to happen”. 

He called for fly-grazing to be 
made illegal and said he would 
write to police forces and local au¬ 
thorities to “ensure sufficient pri¬ 
ority is given to the problem.” 

Dr Dean said he would also write 
to the Government asking for fly¬ 
grazing to be made a criminal of¬ 
fence to “minimise the chance” of 
another “dreadful tragedy happen¬ 
ing again.” 

Welcoming the new law, Roly 
Owers, chief executive of the World 
Horse Welfare charity, said: “After 
almost three years of campaigning, 
all of the organisations in our coali¬ 
tion are delighted that julian Stur¬ 
dy MP’s Private Members Bill has 
successfully been passed and will 
become law before the election. 

“This law will make a big differ¬ 
ence to horse welfare, as charities 
have been struggling to help the 
thousands of horses being bred 


indiscriminately and kept without 
proper care. 

“It will also help landowners, 
farmers, communities and tax¬ 
payers as it will make action to 
remove horses much more swift, 
straightforward and less expensive 
to take.” 

Cllr Ann Lucas OBE, chair of the 
Local Government Association’s 
safer and stronger communities 
board, said: “Illegally tethered 
horses are a real problem for both 
urban and rural local authorities. 

“These horses often suffer from 
injury and malnutrition, but as 
well as being an animal welfare is¬ 
sue, they place a significant finan¬ 
cial burden on councils who have 
to spend large sums to impound 
and look after them. 

“They also pose a real risk to peo¬ 
ple simply going about their busi¬ 
ness, be that driving on our high¬ 
ways, or enjoying playing fields, 
nature reserves or parks.”

Exploring 

flooding 


F LOODING and the potential 
impact it could have on 
businesses in the Ely area is 
the focus of a study. 

Sarah Watt, who works as 
a sustainability manager for a 
FTSE100 company, is working on 
a project with the University of 
Cambridge on small businesses 
and flooding. 

The project forms part of her 
dissertation for her Masters in 
Sustainability and Leadership, 
and is researching how 
prepared small and medium¬ 
sized enterprises (SMEs) are for 
potential flooding. 

She will be doing comparative 
analysis of businesses in the Fens 
and in the Somerset levels, and is 
calling on local businesses to take 
part in her online survey. 

Sarah, who lives in Ely, said: 

"It is clear that as the climate 
changes, more mitigation 
strategies need to be put in place 
and flooding poses a significant 


threat not only to the UK but 
to many countries around the 
world. 

"Considering responses to 
flooding that we saw in the 
case of the Somerset levels, I 
am concerned that SMEs dont 
have the resources to plan for 
flooding events. This has led me 
to undertake a comparative study 
between businesses in Ely and 
surrounding areas (that has not 
significantly flooded in the last 
five years) and Somerset (that has 
flooded). 

"I am hoping that this work will 
highlight lessons learnt and what 
actions businesses can take to 
better prepare themselves. 

"The research will also explore 
to what extent SMEs who have 
experienced flooding prepared 
for future extreme weather events 
compared to those that have not 
experienced flooding."

Moving home can be a complicated business and in the hectic run up to the big day it is all too easy to forget something vital. 
The team offers their readers this handy checklist to help avoid any major pitfalls.

4-2 WEEKS TO GO: 



D Packing - start packing and sorting through your 
belongings. Now is a good time to de-clutter and 
pack items rarely used. Make sure you have plenty 
of sturdy boxes, bubble wrap and sticky tape. 

LI Removal companies - get estimates from removal 
companies, checking that comprehensive insurance 
cover is available against damage or loss. Is there a 
packing and unpacking service? Confirm the date 
of your move with the firm you have chosen. 

D Insurance - check on your home contents 

insurance policies to ensure that you are covered 
for the move, and covered at your new address. 

Q Utilities - make arrangements for your gas and 
electricity meters (plus water meters where 
relevant) to be read and all your appliances to be 
disconnected on the day of your move. Arrange to 
take over gas and electricity at your new address, 
and make sure that all appliances will be properly 
fitted, plumbed or connected.

Having MND has taught 
me a lot about life

got into a wheelchair, because it meant that I 
wasn't going to fall over any more." 

Ever since, his body has been gradually 
deteriorating: "I've lost both legs, and my left 
arm; this one I can only raise to there," he says, 
tentatively lifting his right arm a few inches. 

It must, I say, be incredibly frustrating. "It is - 
being a sculptor," says Douglas, his eyes filling 
with tears. 

Born in Croydon in 1944, Douglas always 
knew he'd be an artist. "Oh yes," he nods. 

"I made my first sculpture when I was 5. I 


remember it completely. My primary school 
teacher brought in lots of plasticine and said 
'Make a head' to all of us, and I made a 
plasticine head of a pirate. We then covered 
it with papier-mache, took the plasticine out, 
and for some obscure reason I painted it orange 
. . ." His grandmother made a hand puppet 
costume for the pirate, "and the teacher was 
ecstatic about it." 

Douglas drew voraciously at school and, 
after winning a drawing competition, took a 
place at the Croydon College of Art aged just 


15. He then headed to London's prestigious St 
Martin's School of Art to do an MA, and went 
on to become a professional sculptor. By the 
mid-70s he was teaching at what was then the 
Cambridge School of Art, now part of Anglia 
Ruskin University, "and that's where I was until 
I retired". 

The son of a bricklayer, Douglas supposes that 
he was drawn to sculpture "because everybody 
said I was good with my hands. And as far as 
painting was concerned, I don't think it was 
'real' enough for me. People have said these are 
three-dimensional paintings," he says, nodding 
towards the vibrant sculptures that adorn the 
wall - it's for these abstract twists of brightly 
coloured Perspex that he's perhaps best known. 

His work has been commissioned, collected 
and exhibited across Europe and the USA, 
and Douglas himself has travelled as far as 
his pieces: he's lived and worked in New 
York, California, Spain and Mexico, and been 
a visiting lecturer at the likes of Cambridge 
University and the Royal College of Art. 

And even now, he refuses to stop working. 
"I've got some really good ex-students who 
help me, and I've got technician called Sarah 
who comes once a week: I get support from the 
Artists' Benevolent Fund, they pay for a couple 
of hours of her working time." At the moment, 
he explains, he can still draw the shapes himself, 
and Sarah will do the cutting and assembling 
("the donkey work," he says with a smile). 

But Douglas is weakening by the day, 
and his situation has been made worse by 
circumstances beyond his control. His promised 
ground-floor extension, with a wet room, 
kitchen and special toilet - which a council 
agency agreed to more than a year ago - is 
only now being built, during which time his 
condition has deteriorated significantly, "and a 
lot of that has been the anxiety of not knowing 
whether the extension was going to happen at 
all." 

He's also had problems with his caring 
agency: "Most of the carers are inexperienced 
with people like me, and they get angry 
because I can't do what I did the week before. 
And they change all the time: I've had 12. What 
they do is they work for three weeks solidly and 
then have a week off, but then of course they 
don't come back. Most of the carers I talk to are 
just doing it for a solid block of money; it's all 
casual labour."

In a cruel twist of fate, artist Douglas Jeal has been struck down with a 
disease that means he struggles to create his beautiful sculptures. 

He tells Emma Higginbotham about life with motor neurone disease. 


F OUR years ago, Douglas Jeal was fit and 
well. An acclaimed sculptor and lecturer 
with a lifetime of success behind him, he'd 
retired from teaching but continued to create 
beautiful artwork at his home in Sawston. 

The house and garden still brim with 
everything from stone statues and Perspex 
sculptures to striking paintings and delicate 
drawings. But today, one piece in particular 
catches the eye: a small cardboard model of a 
man in a wheelchair. 

Douglas has motor neurone disease, and his 
life is now desperately difficult. Like Stephen 
Hawking, he's becoming increasingly trapped 
within his failing body: he's lost the use of his 
legs and left arm, his speech is slurred and slow. 
But one thing that this devastating disease can't 
destroy is Douglas's warmth and spark - and his 
drive to keep working on his stunning creations. 

It all began back in 2011. "I kept getting a 
twinge in my left arm," recalls Douglas. "I saw 
several GPs, but they didn't know what it was." 

Eventually he was referred to the neurology 
department at Addenbrooke's. 

"I wasn't worried at all. They did some 
tests, and at the end of the day the consultant 
ushered me back into his office and he said 
'You've got motor neurone disease. Is there 
anything you want to say to me?"' 

Douglas pauses. "Well, just imagine the 
shock," he says. "I knew there was no cure, 
because I had observed Stephen Hawking, and 
of course I didn't get my thoughts together. All I 
said to him was 'How long have I got?' And he 
said 'Well, we don't know. It could be as short 
as three months'." 

Douglas felt utterly in the dark about his 
diagnosis: "I was desperate, because I didn't 
know whether to tell my family - I've got a son 
and a daughter - and I didn't know anything 
about the disease, other than it was incurable. 
But in the end I learned all about it from the 
Motor Neurone Disease Association. They're 
very helpful. 

"What happens is it attacks the nervous 
system, and the muscles just completely waste 
away. And that happens all over your body. The 
big problem is it also attacks your lungs, and 
most people die of pneumonia. I've got a thing 
called a Nippy, which is a machine to blow air 
into my lungs, because the muscles that work 
the lungs just get weaker and weaker. And it's 
the same with the voice - my voice going. So I 
shall end up like Stephen Hawking." 

Douglas admits that he spent the first few 
months "in complete denial, just getting on 
with my life". But then the falls began. "You 
can't keep your balance," he explains. "I would 
trip over my feet, or a carpet, or a raised tile, 
but then it progressed into me just standing 
still and literally 
just falling over 
backwards. That was 
a terrible thing. I 
was beginning to 
get frightened; a 
couple of falls landed 
me in hospital. So 
in some ways I 
was very pleased 
when 

I 
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used to it now/' says Douglas, who had lived 
alone for eight years before the diagnosis. 

"The first month or so of having carers living 
in was a hell of a shock, and you lose . . He 
pauses. "You don't lose your self-respect; it's 
the problem of asking when I've got to go to 
the toilet, things like that. But actually you do 
get used to it. 

"But the poor carer is having to lift me up 
because I haven't got the strength to lift myself 
out of the wheelchair. She's got a belt, but it's 
hurting her back and stomach, and if all this 
had been done nine months ago," he says, 
inclining his head to the building work, "we 
could have got the wheelchair into the loo. 

All that should have been done before I got in 
this state." 

For Douglas, the future is far from bright. 

He hasn't left the house since before 
Christmas, "and they're going to put a tube 
in my stomach because I'm having trouble 
swallowing, so I will regret not tasting food. 

But it's not too bad, you know? I am basically 
a very positive person." 


done quite a lot of work lately. I've been very 
active. 

"I've had to come to terms with all of this," 
he adds, "But as long as I've got good friends, 
so as long as I can do the work somehow, 
even if it's me winking on to a computer, that 
doesn't worry me. In fact, to be honest with 
you, it doesn't really worry me that much, 
having MND. It's very strange - it's taught me 
a lot about life. It's uplifting, in a way, because 
it makes you think about different things to 
what you normally think about. Because 
MND, for good or for bad, doesn't affect your 
brain. 

"So yes, I do get frustrated that I can't do 
things for myself. But while I can think, I'll stay 
alive."

Even so, he's naturally 
thought about death: "I 
think about it quite a lot," 
he admits. "I've got no 
fear of the actual dying, 
it's the frustration of not 
being able to do things. I 
mean I can drink this cup 
of water," he says, nodding 
to a glass with a straw which 
he's been sipping as we talk. "The 
problem is that if it's full, I can't lift it 
up. So it's those sort of little things that are 
inclined to wear you down. 

"But the funny thing is, when I first got it I 
used to laze around a lot, and I was constantly 
looking out the window watching the clouds 
go by.
